Shreveport, La., June 20.—The lynching 
of “Phophet’ Smith and F. D. McLand 
at Benton last night for connection with 
the murder of John Gray Foster, caused 
no commotion here. The two negroes 
were regarded as dangerous characters, 
and there is little comment on the action 
of last night’s mob.‘ 

Evidence was discovered so clearly es- 
tablishing the identity of Smith and Mc- 
Land ~ enemies of the white race and 
dance .s elements among the negroes 
that their extinction came to be regarded 
a@s essential to the preservation of order 
in the parish. 

As it became the general belief that 
Prince Edwards, the negro accused of 
killing Foster, would never be captured, 
the mob determined to act without fur- 
ther delay. | 
‘Smith confessed, just before he was 
lynched, that he loaded the gun with 
which Foster was killed.

Many letters of an incendiary, tenor, 
written by Smith and his followe rere 
found.

No Further Violence Likely. 

Benton, La., June 20.—There is little ex- 

eitement here over the: lynchir~ of the 
two negroes, Smith and McLand, last 
night. A mob composed of about 200 
men quietly surrounded the parish jail 
at midnight-last night and, securing ad- 
mittance, led the two negroes out into 
the jail yard. Smith was given five min- 
utes in which to pray. The two men 
were then swung up to a near-by tree, 
their bodies hanging until noon today. 
McLand met his fate stoically. 
. Prince Edwards, the negro who killed 
John Gray Foster, is still at large, al- 
though every effort is being made to ap- 
prehend him. Unless Edwards is caught 
{t is believed that there will be no fur- 
ther violence offered the dozen or more 
negro prisoners who are now confined in 
jail charged with complicity in the mur- 
der of Foster. 


SLAIMS HUSBAND SUICIDED. 


But Neighbors Refuse To Credit the 
Witfe’s Story. 

Evansville, Ind., June 20.—There is great 
excitement at Gentryville, a small] town 
in Spencer county, over the death of 
George Walters, aged twenty-six. Late 
yesterday he was found dead in his homé. 
His wife says he committed suicide. 
Neighbors, who heard the husband and 
wife quarreling, refuse to accept the sui- 
cide theory. The coroner is investigating. 
It is said that Mrs. Walters insisted on 
the body being buried without the in- 
quest, but the officials refused.

Results in Bloodshed 


THREE STRIKERS ARE SHOT

Two of the Wounded Will Die. 
Union Men Did Not Return 
the Fire, but They Left 
the Mine Declaring 


Vengeance.

Matewan, W. Va., June 20.—The trou- 
ble long anticipated has at last come 
and the strained relations between the 
union and non-union miners have resulted 
in bloodshed. 

Today 700 union miners, who were on 
strike, marched in a body against the 
Maritime mines of this place where. non- 
union men were at work. They tried to 
effect an entrance, but the operators 
with twenty guards armed with winches- 
ters behind them blocked the entrance. 
The non-union miners were headed by 
Superintendent Lambert and when the 
previously warned union men persisted 
in their attempt he gave the command to 
fire. Fully fifty shots were fired. Boyd 
Martin and Riley Johnson were fatally 
shot and Sam Artrip was dangerously 
wounded. The union men did not return 
the fire, but dispersed, waiting reinforce- 
ments and swearing vengeance. All the 
union miners throughout Mingo will try 
to get here tomorrow. Serious trouble is 
expected. 

Sheriff Hatfield, a nephew of the famous 
“Cap” Hatfield, is on the scene with 
fifty deputies and says he proposes to do 
his duty. Unless the union: men back 
down it is hard to predict the result. 


BOER WEDGE SPLITS LIBERAIS. 


Herbert Asquith Denounces Pro-Boer 
Meeting in London. 

June 20:—Herbert S. Asquith, 
. » bPat-tronre-secretary’, spedk- 
ing at a liberal dinner this evening, pro- 
tested against the pro-Boer resolutions 
adovted at Queen’s hall yesterday even- 
ing being accepted as a pronouncement 
of the liberal party. He declared that 
the Boer independence was impossible, 
and said the liberals favored a free fed- 
erated South Africa on the lines of Can- 
ada and Australia. 

Mr. Asquith further said that liberals 
holding his views had beer branded as 
schismatics, but they had not changed 
their views, had always condemned the 
war policy, and that they considered it 
must now bé left for the judgment of his- 
tory. 

Mr. Asquith said that at the beginning 
of the war he believed it was possible 
to restore the status of the two South 
African republics, but he was now a re- 
luctant convert to the necessity of an- 
nexation. He looked forward hopefully 
to the time when these distractions would 
be ended and they all could work unitedly 
for liberal reform and progress. 

By his trenchant speech Mr. Asquith 
achieved the complete severance of the 
two wings of the liberal party. This was 
dene to the great joy of the conserva- 
tives, whose press organs this morning 
cannot find words sufficient to applaud 
his courage and honesty. The press is of 
the opinion that the party of many lead- 
ers will now find greater difficulty than 
ever in discovering who is the real leader. 

It may safely be predicted that Mr. 
Asquith will find a very large following 
both among the liberal members of the 
house of commons and the country gen- 
erally.

FRAUDS IN CUBAN ELECTION. 


Colonel Scott Has Been Investigat- 
ing Cienfuegos Trouble. 

Havana, June 2%.—lLieutenant Colonel 
Scott, who went to Cienfuegos to settle 
difficulties growing out of the recent eléc- 
tions, has returned and reports that the 
counting of the ballots is not yet finished 
and is being continued under the direc- 
tion of a military-board. Colonel Scott 
further reports that many fraudulent bal- 
lots have ‘been thrown out. Cienfuegos 
is quiet and the majority of its citizens 
are apparently not interested in the re- 
sult of the electoral contest. Colonel 
Scott does not believe there will be any 
disturbance, no matter which candidate 
is eventually counted in. 

The conservative element in the Cuban 
constitutional convention {fs trying to in- 
fiuence the electoral commission to report 
against universal suffrage. The majority 
of the commission. however, are in favor 


of universal suffrage, arguing that it is 


impossible to avoid it, as the convention 
embodied the idea in the Cuban eonstitu- 
tion. 

The .electoral commission expects, to 
finish its work July ist. 


FORTY INSURGENTS KILLED. 


Deadly Work by the Soldiers in Re- 
cent Battles. ‘ 


Manila. June 20.—It is estimated that 
forty insurgents were killed or wounded 
during the recent engagements’ which 
have occurred in Albay and Sorosogon 
provinces. Many insurgents are return- 
ing to their homes. 

General Cailles, who was at Pagsanjan, 
Laguna province, yesterday, is now at 
Cavinti, not far: from Pagsanjan. 

Charges of theft and sale of public 
property are made against a number of 
witnesses in the commissary cases. 

Provost General Davis has submitted 
a plan for the municipal government of 
Manila. The United States Philippine 
commission is modifying it. 


GIBBONS’S MISSION TO ROME. 


Vatican Suggestions as to Diplo- 
matic Representation Futile. 

Rome, June 20.—Cardinal Gibbons starts 
tomorrow for Florence, where he will re- 
main a week. Subsequently the cardinal 
will go to Dinan, Normandy, for a 
month’s rest, of which he feels the need. 

Although Cardinal Gibbons refuses to 
discuss his mission to Rome, it is said 
in competent quarters that the sugges- 
tions of the vatican in regard to diplo- 
matic representation of the United States 
there came to nothing. 

Cardinal Gibbons is understood to have 
accomplished a great deal toward the set- 
tlement of the Cuba and Philippine ques- 
tions and regarding Catholicism in the 
United States. 


STRUCK AT CROWN PRINCE. 


Drunken Man Aims a Blow at Fred- 
erick Walliam. 


Berlin, June 20.—While the crown prince, 
Frederick William, who was on his way 
from Minden to Bonn, a drunken indi- 
vidual approached his carriage at 
Bochum, Westphalia, yesterday and 
aimed a blow with a stick at the window 
at which the crown prince was sitting. 
The man, who described himself as a 
clerk, was arrested. He said he merely 
desired to see the crown prince more 
clearly.

SHARPLY -ATTACK WOM 


Many Swear That Mrs. Barker’s Rep- 
utation for Truth Is. Very Bad. 
Judge Denounces the Pub- 


lication of Mrs. Bar- 
ker’s Story.

~-New York, June 20.—The.ease of Thomas 
G,. Barker, charged with«the shooting of 
Rev. John Keller, at Arlington, N. J., 
last February, will go to the jury in 


A verdict may reasonably tbe expected 
before night. Before court adjourned this 
evening the evidence was all in und noth- 
ing now remains but the argument of 
counsel amd the judge’s charge. 

Today Mr. Keller was once more upon 
the stand. He seemed to have. been 
aroused for the time from the lethargic 
state which marked his eOnduct and ac- 
tion when he testified on examination. 
Then he spoke in a low, tired voice. To- 
day his denials of the allegations of Mr. 
and Mrs. Barker were spoken in a loud, 
firm tone and when asked if the allegerl 
outrage was the reason Mrs. Barker left 
the church, he shouted out the ‘no’ so 
that it rang through the courtroom and 
through the corridors. His denials gen- 
erally were strong, posttive, absolute. 
When on the stand before Keller showed 
no spirit, but today, as he denied the truth 
of the statements of the Barkers, he was 
more like the Keller of a year ago, his 
| friends said, than he has béen at iny time 
since the shooting. , 

It was a hard day for Mrs. Barker, for 
neighbor after neighbor went on the stand 
and swore that her reputation for tfuth 
and veracity was bad. Some even said 
it was very ‘bad. 

The battle of thevinsanity experts was 
the third feature of the day. 

Objected to Publication. 

Previous to the resumption of the trial 
| there was a conference -between Judge 
Blair and the lawyers in the case, the 
subject of which was #ndersteod to. be 
the publication of what purported to be a 
sworn statement’ of Mrs.’ Barker of the 
circumstances of the alleged assault upon 
her by Mr. Keller April 19, 1899, and which 
constituted, as alleged, the justification 
for the attempt upon Keller’s lMfe in I"eb- 
ruary of this year. 

County Presecutor Erwin opened the 
proceedings by stating that to make pub- 
lic such a statement at such a time was 
a violation of the line of conduct that bad 
been laid down by the courts in guch 
cases as the one cited. 

James’ Winkle, counsel for Mr. Barker, 
replied that so far as any contempt was 
concerned the press might be disciplined 
as the court pleased. Mrs. Barker, he 
said, was not on trial and her friends 
had the right to publish anything they 
Saw fit. Personally he and his partner, 
Mr. Wall, and Mr. Barker had nothing 
to do with the publication. The ccurt 
had power to do with the matt=r in its 
charge to the jury as it saw fit. 

Judge Blair said he would talk to the 
jury when the proper time came. He con- 
tinued: 

‘There can be no doubt of the motive 
of the publication at this time. The court 
will make a rigid investigation of this 
reprehensible act at the proper time, and 
it will be thorough.”’ 

Miss Louisia Germond, with whom Mrs. 
Barker has been living ever since the 
shooting, was the first witness called to- 
day. Miss Germond gaid she had seen 
Barker every day while he lived in her 
house for two weeks before the shooting. 
He appeared .much absorbed end cculd 
not read. 

After Robert Warner and Frank H. 
Bennett, superintendent of the cable com- 
pany, has testified that he xnew Barker 
as a patient and peacable man, Lawyer 
Winkle said that the defense closed its 
case. No attempt was made ta present 
Mrs. Barker's story of the alleged as- 
sault in the form of a hypothetical] ques- 
tion to an insanity expert, as had been 
reported would be done. 

Keller on the Stand. 

The Rev. Mr. Keller was :zalled to the 
stand in rebuttal. He said tnat on the 
morning of the shooting as he rassed 
along the east sidé of Beach street, Arl- 
ington, he said he did not see Barker or 
say to him: ‘‘Good morning.” 
~This was objected to by the defense, 
but thé court overruled the objection. 

Mr. Keller then denied that he had seen 
Barker before he was shot or that Barker 
said: ‘‘You 4d—d scoundrel, you outraged 
my wife.”’ 

“Did you ever outrage Mrs. Barker or 
attempt to do so?’ asked Prosecutor Er- 
win. 

The defense objected to this question 
and Judge Blair sustained the objection. 

“Did you ever borrow $83 from Mrs. 
Barkér?”’ the witness was asked. 

“IT did not,’’ he replied. 

Mrs. Sands, with whom Keller boards, 
testified that among many Mrs. Barker’s 
reputation for truth and veracity was 
bad. She also said in reply to a question 
by Barker's attorney that Keller did not 
pay his board. Keller’s reputation for 
truth and honor, witness said, was good. 

Three other women and a man testified 
that Mrs. Barker’s reputation for ve- 
racity was bad. 

Mr. William P. Fisher, an expert in 
mental diseases, testified that on Feb- 
ruary 18th he saw Barker in the county 
jail. Barker, o. the advice of counsel, 
refused to submit to an examination as to 
his sanity. The witness said that. re- 
viewing all the circumstances, it was his 
opinion that Barker was sane at the time 
of the shooting February 3d and able to 
distinguish between right and wrong. 

Dr. J. Leonard Corning, of New York, 
an éxpert in mental diseases, said that 
he had studied Barker during the trial. 
It was almost inva/iably the case, the 
witness said, that an\ sgeegme man showed 
evidences of insanity »efore committing a 
criminal act.. Dr. Ccrning said Barker 
showed no evidence of insanity. 

Dr. Evans, of Morris Plains insane asy- 
lum, said insane delusicns may be tem- 

rary or anent and there is no 
ew ng when a delusion may cease. Con-

Mr. Stone Says That the Statements

Kansas City, Mo., June 20.—William J.

It was suggested that Lee Merriwether, 
of St. Louis, the leading spirit in the 
movement, had said that. unless the dem- 
ocratic party of Missouri calls a new 
Portle Springs convention to affirm the 
principles that his party advocates, it 
will lose the state. On this, Mr. Stone 
is quoted as saving: 

“It would be absurd. If the gold stan- 
dard democrats move for a convention 
in the hope of gaining control, I would 


second the motion for we could turn 
them down just as easy as before.”’ 


KNIGHTS OF ROYAL ARCH. 


Supreme Lodge Meets at Hot Springs 
and Elects Officers. 


Hot Springs, Ark., June 2%.—The su-

BEFORE WOMAN 


Evidence in Jessie Morrison Tria 
Presages Conviction, 


SHE TELLS OF THE TRAGED! 


Alleges That Mrs. Castle First Used 
Razor and That She Only Se- 
cured Weapon After Des- 
perate Struggle—Her 
Father on Stand. 


Eldorado, Kans., June 20.—Thus far the 
Second trial of Jessie Morrison, on the 
charge of murder, is very much against 
her. The cefense has not introduced evi- 
dence of any consequence to support its 
claim of self defense. What is considered 
a very important point was gainel by 
the state this morning in the refusal of 
Judge Aikman to admit as evidence the 
clothing worn by Jessie Morrison on the 
day that she gave the mortal wound to 
Clara Castle. The clothing is cut and 
blood-stained. At the first trial it was all 
admitted to the jury while the clothing 
of Mrs. Castle was excluded. 

Nearly all of the witnesses so far intro- 
duced by the attorneys of Miss Morrison 
have sought to bring out two facts—that 
Miss Morrison showed no unusual emo- 
tion on the morning of June 22d before she 
killed Clara Castle and that none of the 
members of her family had ever seen the 
razor with which Miss Morrison {s sup- 
posed to have committed the deed. Judge 
Aikman ruled continually that questions 
in an effort to bring out testimony cf this 
kind were objectionable. 

Miss Morrison was in tears frequently 
this morning. Her old father, her step- 
mother and brothers were on the stand 
and while they testified the prisoner often 
wiped her eyes. While he was on the 
stand this morning Judge H. H. Morri- 
son described the injuries which Jessie 
Morrison received during her fatal strug- 
gle with Mrs. Castle. There were, he 
said, two long cuts on her neck, near the 
left side, one on the breast, cutting 
through to the collar bone, and three cuts 
on the arm between the shoulder and el- 
bow. 

Miss Morrison’s attorney asked Judge 
Morrison what statement his daughter 
had made when she returned to her home 
after the fatal visit to the home cf Mrs. 
Castle. The state objected and the ob- 
jection was sustained. 

Jessie Morrison took the stand this af- 
ternoon in her own defense ancl in recit- 
ing the story of her fight with Mrs. Cas- 
tle broke down and wept, 

Miss Morrison told of her movements 
on the day of the murder. She was going 
from her own home to that of a friend, 
and in passing Mrs. Castle fiad rapped on 
the window and called: “Jessie, cceme 
here: I want to speak to you.” &he re- 
lated the conversation that followed. 
Finally Mrs. Castle had called ter a liar 
and struck at her thrice with a razor. 
Miss Morrison said she screamed and 
drew away. Then Mrs. Castle etruck her 
on the breast and arm with the razor and 
they clinched and fell to the floor. Miss 
Morrison said she got possession of the 
razor. 

“What happened then?’ asked her at- 
torney. 

“Well,”’ said Miss Morrison, tears com- 
ing to her eyes, “then I cut her with the 
razor.”

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Brave Policeman Met Death in 
Attempt To Arrest 
Ruffian, 


ILLING OCCURRED O} 
GORDON ST, WEST END 


Officer Was Tolled Off, It Is Be 
lieved, by Isaac Hammond, a 
Negro Who Is Now in 
Cell at the Police 
Barracks. 


Policeman FE. H. DeBray was shot to 
death by an unknown negro on Gordon 
street, in West End, lest night at 8:40 
o'clock, while he was in the act of placing 
the negro under arrest 

There is a probalility that the officer 
was tolled into a death trap, and if this 
is trife the negro who acted as a decoy is 
now in a cel] at the police barracks. 

From an account given by eye-wit- 
ngsses, the officer saw three negroes loaf- 
ing around in West End in a suspicious 
manner, and when he halted them one 
of thera started to run. The officer stop- 
ned him by drawing his pistol. The negro 
pretended to surrender, but no sooner was 
the policeman off his guard than the ne- 
gro raised a pistol, which he had kept 
concealed, and fired. 

DeBray returned the fire, shooting 
twice. The negro turned and ran. and 
the officer followed. After crossing the 
street the negro wheeled and fired a sec- 
ond time, and the policeman fell mortally 
wounded. 

Five minutes after he was shot, DeBray 
was dead, and he died without speaking 
a word. 

The ball entered the officer’s throat, 
first piercing his cravat. 

DeBray had been told to go out Gordon 
street by a negro ramed Isaac Hammond, 
vho stated that he believed three negroes 
meant to do mischief. If Hammond was 
in the plot to have the policeman shot, 
DeBray was deliberately tolled into a 
death trap, and the whole affair may have 
been the result of the shooting of a negro 
in Darktown by Officer Fleming about a 
month ago, Officer DeBray being present 
at the time. 

It may be, however, that Hammond was 
acting in good faith. He is held by the 
polide pending an inquest by the coro- 
per. 
Fourth Policeman Murdered. 

This makes four of Atlanta’s policemen 
who have been assassinated on the streets 
within three years, Officer DeBray going 
on the list of murdered officers with Al- 
bert, Ponder and Mills, all of whom were 
killed while on duty. 

Not a one of the murderg was ever 
avenged by the law, although the most 
earnest efforts were made to capture the 
murderers. 

The kiliing of DeBray last night shocked 
the police force and caused the most pro- 
foung sorrow. The men are asking: 
“Who next?”’ 

When the shooting occurred one of the 
cars of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company was at the end of the Gordon 
street line and DeBray was killed not 
more than twenty feet from the car. 
There were several passengers in the 
car, and two or three of them saw the 
whole affair from the beginning. 

E. D. Highsmith, the conductor on the 
car, and A. W. Crenshaw, the motorman, 
were both eye witnesses to the shooting. 
They tell substantially tne same story, 
which is as follows: . 

Story Told by Fye Witnesses. 

“The policeman walked out from the 
shadow of the trees on the south side of 
Gordon street, following a negro. The offi- 
cer had his pistol drawn and called to 
the negro to halt. The negro replied: 
‘All right, cap, I will stop and do any- 
thing you say.’ The policeman thereupon 
lowered his pistol and just as he did so 
the negro raised his right hand quickly 
and there came the report of a pistol. He 
had kept the pistol hidden from view 
all that time. After shooting, the negro 
ran around the car, crossing the street 
back to the south side from which he 
and the officer had come, Just then the 
policeman fired two shots in rapid suc- 
eession. A few seconas later the negro 
fired a second shot and the officer feil 
to the ground. Several persons hastened 
to his side, but he was dying and 
breathed his last five minutes after being 
shot.”’ 

Howard Waters. who lives near where 
the shooting took place, states that he 
was on his front porch when he heard 
the first shot. He looked towards the 
car and saw two men running, one after 
the other. Then came two snots and then 
a fourth. At the fourth shot, which was 
fired from some one ahead of the police- 
man, the latter fell to the ground. The 
negro who did the shooting then ran 
down Gordon street towards the city. 

Other witnesses told the same story, 
all agreeing that the negro shot first - 
and that the officer was pursuing him 
when he wheeled and fired the last and 
fatal shot. 

Efforts To Capture Murderer. 

In a short while after the shooting the 
chief of police, Captain Jennings, Police 
Commissioner Jones and a number of offf- 
cers were on the scene. Call Officers 
Tibbs and Dobbs were the first to reach 
the place on their bicycles, but they were 
unable to find any trace of the negro 
who killed DeBray or the one who had 
been with him. 

Officer Hollingsworth secured all the. 
names of important witnesses and fur- 
nished them to the coroner, who arrived 
a little later. 

DeBray'’s body was on the sidewalk and. 
doubled up as if he had suffered in his

Macon Claim Best Department 


in the South, 


LONG MICK 1S ANSE 


Southeastern Tariff Association Lays 
Down Conditions Which the 
People of the Central City 
Are Not Disposed To 
Accept. 


Macon, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)—Macon 
has been trying for some time to get 
cheaper fire insurance rates, but among 
the conditions imposed by the § South- 
eastern Tariff Association in order to get 
reduced rates is the adding of another fire 
company to the fire department of Ma- 
con, although statistics that have just 


been received from the leading cities of 


Georgia and other states show that Ma- 
con, relatively, has the largest depart- 
ment, and equally as efficient, as any of 
these places. The figures furnished by 
the heads of the fire departments of Sa- 
vannah, Montgomery, Nashville, Mobile, 
Augusta and other cities show the su- 
periority of the Macon department. Com- 
menting on these figures, a prominent. 
city official said today: 

“Under the showing made by these 
figures, it appears that Macon has the 
best equipped fire department in the 
south for the size of the city, and I can- 
not understand why the tariff association 
should require us to increase our fire de- 
partment in order to get the insurance 
rate we are entitled to, when we already 
have the best department in the south. 

“Of course, the property owners of Ma- 
con want a lower insurance rate, and as 
a@ property owner myself, I realize the 
need of such a rate, but I do not and can- 
not sée the justness in a requirement to 
put on additional firemen and purchase 
additional apparatus when our depart- 
ment already stands at the head of the 
list and other cities below our standing 
have better rates than we have. 

“I do not believe the business men of 
Macon will indorse the requirements of 
the tariff association when they become 
familiar with the true situation. 

“Of course, I can see how a better de- 
partment would prove beneficial to the 
insufance companies, but the question is, 
is there any justness in the demand? If 
we have the best fire department in the 
south, why are we not entitled to a bet- 
ter rate than the other cities? 

“The fact is,’’ continued the official, 
“we have the best department, the best 
advantages for protection against fire 
and the poorest insurance rate of all the 
cities in the list shown me.”

Young Negro Pulls His Would-Be 
‘Rescuer Down. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)—In 
a heroic endeavor to save a negro boy’s 
life, a negro man named Pierson lost his 
own life today- and failed of rescue. The 
boy was in the water near the Plant sys- 
tem dock and cried out that he was 
sinking.

If he did he krféw the three negroes were 
waiting at the end of the car line and the 
plan was for one of them to g¢t the officer 
in the light where he cduld be shot down. 
Thinking that this theory might be true, 
Chief Ball sent into the country’ after 
Hammond and had him locked up at the 
police barracks. 

Story Told by the Prisoner. 

Hammond télls the following’ story 
about the affair, and the fact that it dif- 
fers so much from what all the other 
witnesses say is one reason why he is 
looked upon with suspicion: 

“T met Mr. DeBray on Gordon street, 
near Lawton street, and I told him that 
three negroes were acting as if they 
meant mischief. Mr. DeBray said he would 
walk down the street a piece. He had 
left his bicycle at a drug store, so he said. 
I went along with him to the end of the 
ear line. ‘The three negroes Kept ahead 
of us and went outside the city ‘imits. 


Mr. DeBray and I sat in the shadow of 


a tree and waited. It wasn’t long hefore 
the three negroes came bacK down Gor- 
don street. Mr. DeBray told me he was 
going to hold them up, and when he aid 
so he wanted me to come to him. I told 
him I woufa. He halted the negroes and 
two of them stopped, but the other ran 
across the street. Mr. DeBray followed 
him and shot at him twice. The negro 
ran around the car and just as Mr. De- 
Bray shot the third time the negro shot 
once. The last shot and the only, one the 
negfo fired killed Mr. DeBray. I didn’t 
know any of the*negroes and was there tv 
help the officer, as he asked me to do. He 
knew me well, as I worked opposite his 
home.’”’ 

Hammond works for R. H. Caldwell, 
just beyond West End. He says he was 
on his way home when he met the officer. 

The Dead Officer. 

Policeman DeBray was a bicycle offi- 
cer, having been recently detailed to 
ride a wheel. He left his wheel at a drug 
store last night in order to walk out 
Gordon street. He was elected on the 
police force on March 13, 1897, and made 
a most excellent record as an officer. 
He was born in Mobile, Ala., but was 
raised in Georgia. He was thirty-one 
years of age. 

In an humble home at No. 216 Lee 
street, West End, a wife and five little 
children will mourn the tragic death of 
husband and father. The wife has been 
in such a condition of health that Officer 
DeBray was expecting at any hour to 
receive summons to hasten home, and 
that: was the reason the chief of police 
had him placed on the West End beat. 

The body was kept at the undertaker’s 
last night while the brother of the dead 
officer went to West End to break the 
news as gently as possible to the wife. 

The coroner will hold an inquest some 
time today as soon as all the witnesses 
can be summoned. 

Until a late hour last night the blood- 
hounds were kept at work, but it is not 
believed they will succeed in running 
down the murderer. 

The Four Assassinations. 

The shooting of Officer DeBray recalls 
the assassination of three other police- 4 
men on the streets of Atlanta. In the 
summer of 1897, Officer R. L. Albert was 
killed on Broad street bridge about day- 
light, and the murderers, for there were 
two of them, were never found. 

In the fall of 1897, Officer T. J. Ponder 
was murdered while he was in a store on 
Wall street. The store had been closed 
by a receiver and the officer discovered | 
some one trying to rob the safe. He died 


without ever speaking, and his murderer 


was never found. 

A year later Officer Carl Mills was as- 
sassinated in an alley running from 
Whitehall street, and the murderer is 
still at large. 

Officer DeBray makes the fourth vic- 
tim and it looks as if his murderer will 
also escape justice. 

The record of murdered policemen in 
Atianta within a few years has probably 
never been equaled by any of the larger 
cities of the world. The four officers 
were all shot down while on duty and 
without any provocation. 3 


STARVED HIMSELF TO DEATH. 


Crazy Negro Diés in the Bibb County 
Jail. 

Macon, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—Tom 
Patman, a negro man aged sixty years, 
died in jail, where he had been confined 
since June 6th, as a jJunatic. During this 
time he did not drink a drop of water or 
eat a morsel of food. He literally starved 
himself to death. He spent his time in 
preaching and singing. He was sent to 
the county hospital some time ago on ac- 
count of sickness and became insane and 
bit several persons there before he could 
be transferred to jail. He was adjudged 
a fit subject for the lunatic asylum, and 
was kept in the jail pending his admission 
into the asylum.

BRANTLEY DENMARK'S WILL 


Document Is Filed with Ordinary of 
the County. : 


ESTATE VALUED AT $100,000 


Wife and Son’ Receive Equal Shares 
After a Few Minor 
Bequests. 


Savannah, Ga. June 20.—(Special.)—The 
will of the late Brantley A. Denmark was 
filed in the office of the ordinary this 
morning. The estate is estimated at about 
$100,000. The bulk of the estate is given 
to his wife and to his son, Thomas Nor- 
wood Denmark, share and share alike. 
The first provision of the will gives to 
the trustees of the University of Georgia 
the sum of $3,000 to be invested by them 
in ‘bonds of the state or of Atlanta, Au- 
gusta, Savannah, Athens or Columbus, or 
in stock of the Southwestern railway. A 
codicil increaseg this bequest to $5,000. The 
income arising from the investment is to 
be invested from time to time until the 
annual income arising from it shall 
amount to as much as $300, at which time 
it may be used by the trustecs, through 
the chancellor or president of the univer- 
sity, in lending the same to capable, de- 
serving, moral' young white men whose 
parents or guardians are unable to give 
them an education. It is stipulated that 
not over $300 shall be’loaned for his col- 
legiate course... For any sum advanced 
the young man shall give his.note. paya- 
ble to the trustees of the university on or 
before he reaches the age of twenty-five 
years. When any ‘uch money is repaid 
it shall be reinvested so as to increase the 
original fund. Testator, while not limit- 
ing-the places in the south from which 
young men shail ‘tbe selected for these 
loans, ‘desired that boys from Brooks, 
Shatham, Bulloch and Clarke be prefer- 
red and from those counties in the order 
named. The reasons given for this prefer- 
ence are that he was born and reared in 
Brooks, his mother in Chatham, his fa- 
ther in Bulloch, while Clarke is the ‘seat 
of the university where he recetevd his 
education. This jegacy is given as a 
memorial to his son, William Stark Den- 
mark, and he wishes it to be known as 
the William Stark .Denmark ‘Memorial 
fund. The will was executed April 20, 1898, 
and his son, Thomas Norwood Denmark, 
and his nephew, Edgar M, Denmark, were 
named as execufors’.

Favorers of High Tariff Signally 
Defeated in Commons. 


SUESTION AROSE ON SUGAR 


Proposed To Give Preferential Duty 
to Sugar from the British 
Colonies. 


London, June 20.—During the course of 
a discussion of the clauses of the finance 
bill in the house of commons today, the 
chancellor of the exchequer, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, informed the mover of an 
amendment providing for a preferential 
duty on sugar from the British colonies 
that be had no intentin of embarking on 
Such a policy. It would, he said, benefit 
neither this country nor the colonies, 
would deprive the exchequer of the reve- 
nue without benefiting the consumer, and 
might endanger trade with foreign coun- 
tries. 

The outcome of the debate proved to 
be somewhat amusing. Knowing the 
Scantiness of their following, the support- 
ers of the amendment tried to withdraw 
it, but the Irish members insisted upon 
a division, with a result that only sixteen 
members voted in its favor and the mover 
of the amendment, Ernest Flower, con- 
servative, himself voted against it. 

There was considerable laughter at the 
expense of Sir Charles Howard Vincent, 
conservative, the leading spirit of the 
protectionist party. The free traders ex- 
pressed the greatest satisfaction at the 
outcome of the division, and regard the 
incident as a great blow at Joseph Cham- 
berlain’s pet idea of a ‘‘zollverein.”’ 

Sir Charles Howard Vineent, in the 
course of the debate, expressed his re- 
gret that Mr. Chamberlain was not there 
to defend the ‘‘zollverein.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain is confined to his bed 
by gout, and is not likely to appear in 
parliament for several days.

MONEY NEEDEI 


State Treasurer Borrews from Sa. 
vannah end Atlanta Banks, 


TEACHERS GET THEIR PAY 


Three Atlanta and Two Savannah 
Financial Institutions Agree 
To Let the State Have 
$200,000, the Re- 
quired Amount. 


Savannah, Ga., June 20.—(Special.—At- 
lanta and Savannah will furnish the mon- 
ey with which the state wil! tide over its 
financial difficulties. State ‘Treasurer 
Park, who spent today in Savannah, com- 
pleted his arrangements here for securing 
the requisite $200,000. 

Mr. Park stated here tonight that he 
told Governor Candler that he thought 
the amount needed could be obtained in 
Georgia on as good if not better terms 
than in New York, and that his views on 
the subject had proved eminently correct. 
He obtain>d something cover one-half of 
the amount needed in Atlanta, and today 
the remainder was secured in Savannah. 
The tanks which furnieh the money are 
the Citizens’ bank and the Southern bank, 
of Savannah; the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company, the Atlanta National bank and 
the Fourth National bank, of Atlanta. 

Not a single bank which was asked to 
take yart in the loan hesitated a mo- 
ment, notwithstanding that the rate of 
interest offered was lower than the ordi- 
nary business rates. The rate has not 
been given out, but it is understood to 
be fully as low as the money could have 
been obtained fcr In New York. 

After the visits he made to the South- 
ern and Citizens’ banks, Treasurer Park 
sent the following telegram to Governor 
Candler, which epitomizes the whole 
story: 

‘“‘Governor Allen D. Candler, State Capt- 
tol, Atlanta, Ga.—Have borrowed $200,000 
for state of Georgia, at best New York 
rates, from the following Georgia banks: 
The Southern bank and the Citizens’ 
bank, of Savannah; the Neal Loan and 
Banking Company, the Fourth National 
Bank and the Atlanta National bank, of 
Atlanta. Georgia’s credit is not excelled 
by any other state in the union. I tender 
vou this splendM loan and generous trib- 
ute from gbove named patriatic Georgia 
banks and heartily congratulate you upon 
this gratifying indorsement of your ex- 
cellent administration of Georgia’s af- 
fairs. Expect me in the morning with 
particulars. ROBERT E. PARK, 
‘Treasurer of Georgia.”’ 

Of the $75,000 borrowed in Savannah, 
$50,000 was from the Southern bank and 
$25,000 from the Citizens’ bank. 

In an interview today, Treasurer Park 
said that he believed he could have se- 
cured the entire $200,000 in Savannah, had 
it been necessary to do so. The two loans 
obtained here were proffered voluntarily 
as soon as the object of his visit was 
made known fo the bank officials. 


MORE STOCK WILL BE ISSUED. 


Savannah,. Florida and Western 
Owners Hold Meeting. 
Savannah, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—A 
special meeting of the stockholders of the 
Savannah, Florida and Western Railway 
Company was held today, and it was 
decided to issue 155,671 additional chares 
of stock. The par value will be $100 a 
share, and 125,000 shares will be preferred, 
without voting power, while the remain- 
ing shares will be common stock, with 
fulk voting power.. Colonel J. H. Etsill 
presided over the meeting which was held 
in accordance with a plan reached some 
months ago to consolidate the lines of 
the Plant system under the corporation 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western. 
The roads to be consolidated are the Sa- 
vannah, Florida and Western, the 
Charleston and Savannah, the Brunswick 
and Western, the Alabama Midland, the 
Silver Springs, Ocala and Gulf and the 
Tampa and Thonotosassa. All have long 


stock owned by the Plant Investment 
Company. Another meeting of stockhold- 
ers will be held on July ist, when fur- 
ther details will be completed. 


TALKS WITH LAWYERS WHO 
COME TO STATE CAPITOL 


Hon. Joseph A. Laing, of Dawson, 80- 
icitor general of the Pataula circuit, was 
in the city yesterday on business and 
spent some time at the state capitol talk- 
ing over affairs with his friends. 

Mr. Laing is associate@ with Hon, Du- 
pont Guerry as counsel for the city of 
Dawson in the famous waterworks case, 
with which the Dawson officials have 
been struggling for the last four or five 
years. The case was decided in favor of 
Dawson in the state courts, but on the 
plea of foreign citizenship of the bond- 
holders of the waterworks company, the 
litigation got into the United States court 
before Judge Pardee. . A branch of the 
case is now pending there, and argument 
was made on a demurrer to the petition 
in the United States court yesterday. 

“The people down in my section are 
considerably stirred up over the condi- 
tion of the crops,’”’ said Mr. Laing when 
asked about the political situation in his 
part of the state. “They are not talk- 
ing about politics, they are talking about 
grass. There is more grass down there 
to the square foot right now than there 
is politics to the square mile. 

“T have not been inclined’ to take s0 
gloomy a view of the situation as have 
some others,”’ Mr. Laing continued. 
‘The truth is, the situation is pretty bad, 
but it is not so bad but the farmers 
can recover to a considerable extent, and 
this, I am satisfied, they will do. The 
cotton is pretty thick with grass and the 
stands are poor, but With work the farm- 
ers can pull a good crop out of it yet. 
They are discouraged now, but I believe 
they will pull together, and when they 
get in the home stretch, the showing will 
not be a bad one.’’ 

The Dawson waterworks case in which 
Mr. Laing is interested is rather a rg- 
markable piece of litigation. The city 
council of Dawson made a twenty-year 
contract with the waterworks company 
to furnish water for fifty fire plugs. The 
supreme court of Georgia, to which the 
litigation finally went when a subsequent 
city council sought to break the con- 
tract, held that the contract was null and 
void because no council had a right to en- 
ter into such a contract for a longer pe- 
riod than its term of office. The case 
was then carried irito the United States 
court, and a temporary injunction se- 
cured. This injunction was dismissed by 
the court of appeals for want of juris- 


diction.

To Determine Salary, 


SESSION WAS A WARM ONE 


Effort Is Made To Please the State 
Editorial Association, and 
Though Opposition Is 
Shown, Resolution 
Is Adopted, 


Montgomery, Ala., June 20.—(Special.)— 


The first thing done in the constitutional 
convention this morning was to pour oil 
on the troubled editorial “waters. Mr. 
Sanders, of Limestone, offered resolutions 
of welcome to the press and appreciation 
of their efforts quite as emphatic as Mr. 
Greer’s of yesterday. 

Mr. Greer opposed it. There was no 
need to air the matter here-any further, 
he said. The invitation had been treated 
with hilarity and levity, and to adopt 
other resolutions today would be no 
source of pleasure or gratification to the 
editors. 

The convention, however, felt that 
something must be done, and insisted on 
passing the resolutions, which it did 
with practical unanimity. 

Mr. Pettus moved to reconsider the vote 
by which section 20 was passed yesterday. 
The section forbade the governor to ap- 
point any member of the legislature to 
an office during the term of office of such 
member. There was a lively debate on it, 
lasting nearly two hours, Governor Oates 
threw the weight of his influence in fa- 
vor of reconsideration. He favored the 
provisions of the present constitution, 
which prohibits a member of the legis- 
lature from accepting any civil -office 
created or whose emoluments were in- 
creased by the general assembly of 
which he is a member. He thought this 
Was enough, except that he would add 
military to civil offices inhibited. This 
was to meet the case where Governor 
Johnston had appointed Mr. Brandon, a 
member of the legislature, to the office 
of adjutant general. That was a per- 
fectly legal appointment, but it was ob- 
jectcd to by some. The legislative de- 
partment committee would report an or- 
dinance making the remedy. 

Mr. Pettus and Mr. Sentell,. of Cren- 
shaw, spoke for reconsideration, and Gov- 
ernor Jones and Mr. O'Neal, of Lauder- 
dale, against it. The convention decided 
to reconsider by a vote of 70 to 68, and 
then section 20 was tabled by a vote of 
7) to 65. 

It was the breeziest question yet before 
the convention, and stirred up more of 
the old factional feeling. 

The committee on banks and banking 
reported an article, the only change made 
being the addition of a section requiring 
the legislature to have all banks exam- 
ined and reported on. 

Mr. O'Neal's resolution came up, de- 
claring that it is the sense of the con- 


“vention that’ the general ‘assembly shail 


fix the salary of the governor at $5,009. 

Mr. Spraggins moved to table, and it 
was lost by 41 to 87. 

Judge Cobb moved to change the words 
*‘shall fix’’ to “be requested to fix.”” Ac- 
cepted by the committee. 

Judge Coleman moved to amend by 
changing the last clause. The resolution 
concludes by saving, “if it could be done 
without raising taxation.’ _He would 
leave it to the discretion of the legisla- 
ture if that body should think it wise. 
The matter is one for the legfslature, 
which may think it wise to appropriate 
money available to some other purpose. 

General Harrison favored the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Tayloe was in the chair and Mr. 
Knox took the floor for the first time 
since the session opened. He said the 
amendment would kill the resolution, for 
it simnly said to the legislature, ‘‘Do as 
you please about it.’’ There was no harm 
in expressing an opinion in favor of pay-

Nashville Strest Railway Wins the 
Big Legal - Fight. 


CASE WILL BE APPEALED 


Chancellor Cook Decides the Charter 
Granted Stands Good 
Forever. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 20.—(Special.)-- 
Chancellor H. H. Cook today decided the 
street railway cases in which the city 
sought to have the charter of the Nash- 
ville railway annulled. The chancellor 
holds that the right to the use of the 
streets acquired by the original compa- 
nies end transferred by .them to. the 
United Electric railway was aot foreit- 
ed by reason of the foreclosure sale of 
the United Electric, but passed unimpair- 
ed and unencumbered to the Nasbville 
street railway and to ifs successor, The 
Nashville railway. This, in «effect, sus- 
tains and establishes the contention of 
the Nashville railway that it is vested 
with the rights to a perpetual use of the 
Streets of Nashville, over which its lines 
are being operated. Chancellor Cook de- 
clares that the complainants have not 
conclusively established their richt to 
obtain a revocation of the charter of the 
integral lines composing the 
railway. It is urged by the chancellor 
that these are highly pena] suits insti- 
tuted by the state to forfeit the vharters 
of the street railway companies »y the 
state or forfeit the charters of the street 
railway companies and that they cannct 
be sustained’ by the proof The chancel- 
lor holds that the city may. have the 
right to institute a civil action aga‘nst 
the Nashville railway for «a revocation 
of the consent of the city to so much of 
the grant contained in the ordinance of 
January 28, 1960, as refers to the particu- 
lar streets upon which the companies 
may have failed to carry vut their ccn-

Virginia Constitutional Convention 
Working on Suffrage Question, 


TWO PLANS ARE PRESENTED 


Memorial May Be Sent to Congress 
Asking for the Repeal of Two 
Amendments to the Con- 
stitution — Body To 
Remain in Session. 


Richmond, Va., June 20.—(Special.)— 
The suffraewe question came to the front 
in the constitutional convention today. 
Two resolutions were offered bearing on 
the .subject, and both were referred to 
the suffrage committee, which* will be 
appointed tomorrow. The resolution of 
Mr. Thom, of Norfolk, looks to a memo- 
rial being addressed to-congress asking 
the repeal of the fifteenth amendment tu 
the constitution. The resolution of Judge 
Harrison, of Winchester, goes much fur- 
ther, declaring that in the past universal 
suffrage has been safely intrusted to the 
white race, and that the honest white 
man, even if illiterate, ought not to be 


deprived of the right of suffrage which

cussing the decision today, Mayor Head 
announced that the cases would be ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, and said: 

“The questions involved in this litiga-

gomery, second vice president; Miss Jes- 
sie Ruter, of Birmingham, third vice 
president; H. Jj Willinham, principal of 
the agricultural school at Wetumpka, 
secretary; W. E. Stripling, of Tallahas- 
see, treasurer.

2. That it is not race prejudice, but 
actual experience and observation in this 
and other southern states, which de- 
clares that universal negro suffrage has 
been attended with. great evils to the 
body politic and’to both races. When- 
ever the negro has obtained control of 
the government or exercised a potential 
influence therein, intolerable misgovern- 
ment has been the result. Even where 
the negro vote has been no more than 
an inconsiderable factor, corruption and 
demoralization has been its invariable 
attendant, and education of the negro 
has done nothing to improve this con- 
dition. 

3. That the fifteenth amendment of 
the United States constitution is wrong. 
in that it proceeds upon the theory that 
the two races are equally com- 
petent of free government. This 
theory is contradicted not only 
by the experience of the south, 
but by the history of the two races, since 
the dawn of history. The convention 
therefore ought to inaugurate thorough 
and proper channels to propose steps to 
its repeal or amendment, so that each 
state may control its suffrage as its best 
interests demand. 

4. That it is not the purpose 
of the state to denv to the negro any 
civil rights, nor to disfranchise any ne- 
gro who has sufficient freehold estate to 
give him a permanent and substantial 
interest in the welfare of the state, nor, 
if any discrimination is made against 
him in the right of suffrage to claim any 
representation in congress or the elec- 
toral college based upon negro popula- 
tion, but ipso facto to surrender it until 
congress shall declare what additional 
representation shall be given to the ex- 
tent suffra~e is given to the negro. 

This is to be followed by a resolution, 
drawn by Congressman-elect Flood, pro- 
hibiting a negro from holding state of- 
fices. Mr. Flood is of opinion that this 
will not come in violation of either the 
fourteenth or fifteenth amendments. 

The United States supreme court has 
decided that the rights, privileges and 
immunities guaranteed to citizens under 
the fourteenth amendment does not em- 
brace the right to hold office. The 
fifteenth amendment can, in Mr. Flood’ts 
opinion, only be construed as denying 
to states the right to prescribe qualifica- 
tions for office by implication. But this 
implication will be rebutted by the fact 
that the- fifteenth amendment, as orig- 
inally prepared, prohibited discrimina- 
tion, not only in voting, but also in the 
ritht to hold office, and the amendment 
as thus prepared, could not pass congress 
and did not cammand the necessary two- 
thirds of the members of each house until 
the words ‘‘and to hold office’’ had been 


stricken out. 

The convention after a two hours’ de- 
bate voted to remain in Richmond and 
to continue in session except as short 
recesses may be necessary.

He ‘has 
talked over the scheme with gentlemen 
who helped to frame the policy and di- 
rect the. fortunes of the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific, and has evolved a 
plan which, in Harriman’s opinion, ought 
to accomplish the. heretofore impossible 
task of harmonizing the interests of the 
several Harriman roads, 

As Mr Stu’dbs puts it, it is a plan to 
bring abcéit a unification of interests with 
a reduction ef.friction and the elimina- 
tion of unnecessary competition, without 
cofisolidating the. properties under one 
management. Under this plan one man 
is to have entire charge of the tfaffic of 
the several corporations, and in order to 
effectually divorce the traffic of the other 
affairs of the road this official wf re- 
port directly to,the poard. ‘This posi- 
tion of power and responsibility, compara- 
ble to no other in the history of rail- 
roading, was offered to Mr. Stubbs and 
he accepted.

Texas Rangers Hunt Mexican 
Bandits to the Death, 


SIX MEN HAVE: BEEN SLAIN 


And Six Wave Been Wounded. 
Three of the Dead Are Ameri- 
cans—Rangers Have the 
Leader of the Bandits 
* Surrounded. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 20.—Since the 
present serious condition of affairs in 
southwest Texas between bandits and the 
authorities began, casualties have result- 
ed as follows: 

June 12th, Sheriff W. T. Morris, of 
Karnes county, in attempting to arrest 
Mexicans charged with horse stealing, 
was killed and one of his assailants 
wounded. 

June 14th, in attempting to arrest the 
alleged slayers of Sheriff Morris in Gon- 
zales county, Sheriff R. M. Glover and 
Constable Henry Schnabel were killed 
and three Mexicans wounded, one being 
an aged woman who was shot through 
the hips. The other two were men and 
are shot through the legs. These three 
are now in the San Antonio jail and'stub- 
bornly refuse to talk. 

June 15th, at Ottine, one Mexican was 
killed while resisting arrest. 

June 16th, a Mexican was killed at 
Belmont and another wounded while re- 
sisting arrest. 

June 17th, - party of rangers under 
Lieutenant Sanders, near Benavides in 
a running fight, killed one Mexican, 
wounded another and captured a third. 

Total casualties to date so far as 
known: 

Dead—six; three officers and three Mexi- 
cans. 

Wounded—Mexicans, six. 

Arrests, so far as known, nine. 

Cortez, the alleged slayer of Sheriffs 
Morris and Glover, is now within a few 
miles of Cotulla, but has not yet been 
captured. Tuesday information was re- 
ceived that the Mexican outlaw was 
headed toward Cotulla from Campbell- 
ton. That evening Sheriff Vann, of Kerr 
county, with his posse on a special train, 
arrived here and was joined by Sheriff 
Hill and his posse. They went to Two- 
hig and from there down the river to 
cut off his escape. Last night Sheriff 
Kinsel wired Deputy Maltzberger that 
his posse was on a hot trail near Mil- 
lett and that Cortez had been seen, but 
had escaped. Maltzberger and W. C. 
Campbell struck his trail about five miles 


from Cotulla this morning and followed 


him where he had cut several wire fences. 
Bloodstains showed that Cortez’s horse 
was about exhausted and unable to jump. 
About 10 o’clock the pursuing party 
found the little brown mare that Cortez 
had been riding. She was badly fagged. 
Cortez’s trail then led into.a dense thick- 
et covering hundreds of acres. No -trail 
was found leading from there and the 
bandit is supposed to be hiding in the 
thicket. A large posse headed by Sheriffs 
Avant, Kinsel and others arrived at Co- 
tulla- this afternoon by train and left 
for this thicket. 

The horse found is undoubtedly the one 
ridden by Cortez, who came toward 
Tilden, through the Dull, Irvin, O’Connor, 
Lane and Johnson ranches, cutting fences 
aS he fled. The posse was in sight of him 
once just before dark, but_he escaped. 
His clothing is in tatters and he has 
thrown away his rifle, retaining only his 
pistols. 

An additional posse of twenty men left 
this city for Cotulla by special train 
at 7:50 o’clock tonight to aid in searching 
the thicket for Cortez, the Mexican ban- 
dit. The party is heavily armed and car- 
ries bloodhounds, which it is proposed to 
send in the thicket to rout the outlaw. Co- 
tulla is ninety miles distant from San 
Antonio and fifty miles from the Mexican 
border. The dogs were caken in response 
to an urgent message from that point. 

Murderer Is Corraled. 

Encinal, Tex., June 20.—Excitement runs 
high here tonight and prospects are very 
encouraging at this hour (midnight) that 
Cortez will.be captured in a few hours. 
This morning about 3 o’clock he is said 
to have called at a Mexican house néar 
Twohig and asked for food. The Mexican 
who assisted him came to Twohig about 
4 o’clock and reported the matter. The 
description of this man in every way tal- 
lies with that of Cortez. 

A special train from San Antonio will 
reach here atl a.m. with blood hounds 
and a large posse. Every road is closely 
guarded and the posse are confident the 
bandit will be in custody soon. 

With the advent of daylight a deter- 
mined move on the thicket in which Cor- 
tez is supposed to be hiding will be made, 


OIL SHOT FORTY FEET IN AIR. 


Another Gusher Has Been Struck by 
Guffey Yompany. 

Sour Lake, Tex., June 20.—The well re- 
cently bored by the Guffey Petroleum 
Company developed into a gusher unex- 
pectedly this afternoon. There was a 
well founded rumor last week that a 
heavy fiow of oil had been struck, but 
the drillers ceased work, the well was 
capped and all information was refused. 
This afternoon at 5 o'clock the cap 
was blown from the well and the oil 
shot up forty feet in the air. 

The well is within plain view of a big 
hotel and the galleries are crowded with 
people watching it. The, oil is of the 
heavy variety and about the same qual- 
ity as that found at Beaumont, which is 
fifteen miles distant. No attempt to 
measure the flow has been made, but es- 
timates put it at 30,000 barrels.

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The Native Grasses, 

We print elsewhere, from The Al- 
bany News, an editorial concerning 
the value of the native grasses of Geor- 
gia, to which we would call the special 
attention of the people of the state. 

Journalistic courtesy, as well as the 
truth of history, demands that full 
tredit for the greatest industrial cam- 
paign ever started in Georgia belongs 
to Mr. Henry McIntosh, of The Albany 
Herald who had the foresight to see 
the values being annually destroyed 
in the waste grasses of Georgia. He 
developed an interest in the utilization 
of these grasses and made it evident 
that the agrostological value of the 
lands of south Georgia was greater 
than the highest prices offered for 
them in the open market. Land that 
could be bought for $2 an acre lying 
out in swamp was covered with a grass 
growth worth $30 upon the cutting. 
Two dollars would buy the fee simple 
of the acre, less than $2 would cut and 
cure the crop and the owner could ‘put 
$26 into his pocket. This is a practical 
way of showing what canbe done with 
Georgia lands, for that which is true 
of the lands around Albany is espe- 
cially true of the lands all over the 
state. 

As we write over $50,000,000° have 
been invested in irrigation draifis in 
the great American desert for the pur- 
pose of rendering it capable of culti- 
vation. This calls for annual work of 
great cost, and yet hundreds of thou- 
sands of people are rushing west to se- 
cure these Jands under such _ incon- 
veniences. Here in Georgia, no mat- 
ter in what direction the traveler turns, 
he sees growing from the bounty of 
nature the spontaneous grasses, glad- 
dening the eye and giving evidence of 
the richness of our soil. Yet such op- 
portunities as these we are permitting 
to pass unnoticed whilst hundreds of 
thousands of people are moving aut to 
the arid plains of the Rocky mountain 
plateau. 

We are free to say that the great 
profits to be achieved from the cover- 
ing of our lands with factories and 
workshops is hardly to be compared 
with .the values we might,create by 
saving and promoting our agrostologi- 
cal resources. 

The work done by Mr. McIntosh is 
of supreme importance and should be 
taken up by enterprising men in every 
county of the state. 


Emperor and Chancellor. 

The statement that Emperor William 
is aggrieved with Chancellor Buelaw 
because of the eulogy paid by the lat- 
ter to the memory of Bismarck must 
be regarded as a joke. 

When the weak king of Prussia 
stood lametting his pitiable incompe- 
tency in the councils of Europe, Count 
Otto Bismarck stood as the embodi- 
ment of German manhood and nation- 
al ambition. He furnished the states- 
manship by which Prussia was placed 
in an aggressive position, and during 
the conflict of battle and the conclu- 
sion of victory he was the one man 
who kept in view German solidarity 
and German supremacy... As a gift 
from his statesmanship came the im- 
perial crown to the aged William, and 
through heredity ft now rests upon the 
brow of his grandson. 

Count Buelow spoke but truly when 
he declared that: 

Among the whole German people there 
is no one but knows that no vestige of 
the Iron Chancellor’s days upon earth 
will disappear; that the’ admiration and 
gratitude toward him will increase while 
German hearts beat or while German fists 
are clenched. Bismarck’s was a leonine 
nature. Upon earth he stood amid the 
dust of battle. Battle brings with it just 
opposition, unjust misunderstanding, hon- 
orable enmity and blind hatred. When 
the dust is dispersed there remains only 
the memory of unparalleled deeds and of 
peerless personality. 

The emperor may not speak to Bue- 
low as he passes him by, but Bis- 
marck’s name holds too high a place to 
be reached by his short arm. 


Bushwhacking the Leaders. 

The Constitution has already com- 
mented upon the effort to associate the 
name of Mr. Bryan with movements 
having for their purpose the distrac- 
tion of the democratic party. The 
prompt reply by which Mr. Bryan 
stamped these reports as false is suf- 
ficient to set at rest this latest attempt 
to do him injustice. 

This incident furnishes occasion, 
however, to draw attention to the sys- 
tematic effort being made ¢o bush- 
whack prominent democrats with a 
view of destroying their party useful- 
ness hereafter. Mr. Bryan, because of 
his leadership of the party in the last 
two campaigns, comes in for an an- 
nual share of this sort of work, but his 
case is by no means alone. The same 
methods which are being used to fasten 
false positions upou Mr. Bryan are 
also at play in regard to former Sen- 
ator Gorman, of Maryland; former 
Senator Hill, of New York, and others.

For these reasons The Constitution 
heartily condemns‘that style of per- 
sonal journalism by which distin- 
guished men are bushwhacked to the 
advantage of the enemy, who could not 
do the work half as well. We have 
before us a campaign in which the 
questions at issue will be greater than 
any man that can: possibly be select- 
ed to represent them. The platform 
must stand first and the candidate 
must conform to it. In this campaign 
will be involved questions essential to 
the internal welfare of the country, 
and the adoption of which will be nec- 
essary to its future progress and pros- 
perity. 

Let us, then, cease from attacking 
loyal democrats and concentrate our 
fire upon the enemy in front. 


An Innocent Proposition. 

The city of Philadelphia supports a 
manufacturers’ club. 

This club recently held a meeting in 
which it adopted a number of very in- 
teresting whereases intended {0 ex- 
plain resolutions tacked on to the end 
of the sheet. The first whereas is com- 
posed of an acknowledgment of the 
“prosperity which the country enjoys 
today,” and says “it is directly trace- 
able to the protective system under 
which, our revenues are raised.’”’ The 
second whereas assumes. that this 
country by popular vote has many 
times recorded itself in favor of pro- 
tective principles, but the third where- 
as goes on to admit that there are “in 
the present law some imperfections as 
are inseparable from any tariff law,”’ 
and suggests that “any tariff schedule 
which may seem to be excessive or un- 
necessary becomes imperative when 
the necessity for protection ceases, 
thus automatically removing the bur- 
den.” The fourth whereas recalls the 
tariff revision of 1894 with a shudder, 
and the fifth “deprecates any attempt 
to revise tariff legislation as a menace 
to our continued prosperity.” 

Then the resolutions begin to make 
their appearance, the first of which is 
that the revision of the tariff “should 
be taken out of politics and made the 
subject of careful revision by a non- 


partisan tariff commission,” and the, 


second and last resolution goes on to 
say: 

That in adhering to the priciple of re- 
ciprocity as originally formulated in the 
republican platform of 1900, to wit: We 
favor the associated policy of reciproc- 
ity so directed as to open our markets 
on favorable terms for what we do not 
ourselves produce, in return for free for- 
eign markets, and as expressed in exist- 
ing laws operating through the tariff, 
which provide for concession on articles 
not produced by ourselves in exchange 
for like concessions on our domestic pro- 
ducts, having in view the preservation of 
the integrity of our home markets, we 
have a valuable means for the expansion 
of our world trade without injury to 
our industries. 

All of which is exceedingly simple 
an@ plain to a man who does not go 
too deeply into the subject. 

By what means would the Philadel- 
phia club secure the appointment of a 
non-partisan commission? 

Would it have the body organized 
with such a distinguished membership 
as Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Mr. Mar- 
cus A. Hanna, Mr. Theodore Have- 
meyer and other wealthy and elegant 
gentlemen who are greatly interested 
in the expansion of American trade? 

If the commission suggested should 
be composed of such men as these, does 
the club think that the result would be 
quite satisfactory to the people of the 
whole country? 

Would the club place upon such com- 
mission an equal number of farmers 
and manufacturers? 

In other words, if the commission is 
to be non-partisan, where can we 
find the non-partisans? 

The club has overlooked this very 
important question, and we feel sure 
that at its next meeting, at which pal- 
metto fans will be supplied, it will 
enter upon a discussion as to who and 
where these non-partisans are to be 
found. 

The whole movement for a non-par- 
tisan commission, asking for an impos- 
sibility, is intended but as a break- 
water against the growing demand for 
tariff revision. The people are not con- 
cerned about the partisan character of 
the commission, but they are concern- 
ed about the work of such commission 
—that it shall be for the benefit of the 
entire community and not for that of a 
few favored individuals. It is entire- 
ly too bad that the comfort of the Phil- 
adelphia manufacturers should be rude- 
ly disturbed in such a season as this, 
but if these gentlemen will take a\yrip 
down to Atlantio City, where their 
brows may be cooled by the breezes 
from the Atlantic, they may be better 
enabled to stand a little discussion as 
to details. 
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An Awakening of Conscience. 

That one hundred and. twenty-four 
members of the English house of com- 
mons should have voted, in the face 
of government pressure, for a discon- 
tinuance of the concentration camps in 
South Africa, is a sign that the English 
conscience is being awakened to the 
true situation. 

There could be no division among 
Englishmen over the maintenance of 
national power and prestige. As long 
“as there was an enemy in the field, the 
English colors could not be lowered; 
but whén the point was reached that 
women and children became the vic- 
tims of military authority the old Eng- 
lish sense of manhood returned and 
has made its first manifestation in the 
vote just recorded. Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Banerman, Sir William Vernon- 
Harcourt and Rt. Hon. William Bryce 
represent the great middle class which 
forms the backbone of English life, 
and when they arose in their places 
in the house of commons to protest 
against the adoption of Weylerism by 
the English army Ahey spoke for the 
heart of England. 

For a time politicians and manipula- 
tors may mislead the people, but there 
is no doubt about their ultimate re- 
turn to the best standards of their 
race. 
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Some people who cry out about 
equality at the ballot box are not as 
anxious about the same thing in the 
tax collector’s office.

The Grasses ‘of ‘Gesdyla. 

Albany Herald: We find the following 
in the “Capitol Gossip” of The Atlanta 
Constitution: 

Assigtant Commissioner Wright, of the agri- 
cultural department, has been bombarded with 
inquiries from many sections of the state 
within the last two or three days about wheat 
hay. It seems that the wheat in many sections 
of the state is nearly ready to be eut if it is to 
be sold as hay, and many of the farmers want 
to know where they can find a market. for it. 
Captain Wright has seen several Atlanta firms 
who handle grain and hay, and they have 
agreed to take hold of it and do what they can 
with it. He is answering all the inquiries with 
regard to the matter that come to the depart- 
ment, and for a time it kept him busy. 


Here we find evidence of the fact that 
we have farmers in Georgia who are 
blindly running over a good thing that is 
a dead certainty as a profitable crop and 
money maker in: a-vain effort to reach 
ah uncertain ‘something better.” 

Wheat hay may be very good and there 
may be profit in it where the crowfoot 
and crab grasses which we have through- 
out southern and middle Georgia are not 
of indigenous groWth, but why plant 
wheat, millet or anything else for hay 
where we have native grasses that re- 
quire no seeding and that, when given a 
chance, make the very best of hay? 

The Herald knows something about 
hay. It didn’t learn what it knows about 
hay in a single year or for nothing, 
either. In 1895 this paper inaugurated a 
haymaking campaign in southwest Geor- 
gia and paid some round cash premiums, 
at the pioneer hay day carnival held in 
Albany, to the farmers making the best 
exhibits of hay from native grasses on 
a given number of acres. The farmers 
who were induced to contest for The Her- 
ald premiums that year demonstrated 
that hay from our native grasses was one 
of the most profitable crops that could 
be produced in this country. 

Experiments that have been made in 
Dougherty and adjoining counties show 
that an average of two tons of good mer- 
chantable hay per acre can be made in 
a fair season when three cuttings of the 
grass can be had, and when it is consid- 
ered that the crop is one that has tobe 
neither seeded nor worked, the profit be- 
comes apparent. There is no other crop 
that can be produced in this country at 
SO small a cost, and yet the yield per 
acre can be converted into more money 
than can be realized from the same land 
planted in corn, wheat or cotton. 

At the hay day carnival and street fair 
held in Albany last November hay from 
our native grasses was exhibited that 
was pronounced by competent judges to 
be of as good quality as the northern and 
eastern product known as timothy. Since 
our farmers, or some of our farmers, 
we will say, have gone to making hey 
from our native grasses, they have im- 
proved the quality of the product each 
year, and there is ready market for 
every bale produced. Last year's crop sold 
for from $12 to $lo per ton, and those who 
had good hay and kept it until spring got 
more for it. ° 

Taking the cost, yield per acre and 
market price all into consideration, there 
is no hay cron that can be produced in 
this country to equal the native grasses. 
When properly handled these grasses 
make a hay that Is as pretty, as sweet 
and essentially as valuable as the best 
timothy, and there is more clear profit-in 
making this kind of hay in southwest 
Georgia than there is in most of the 
crops grown in this section. 


The South’s Greatest Need. 

Philadelphia Bvening Telegram: Probably 
the underlying thought of our southern Visitors 
who are here in attendance on the industrial 
convention is that in the south there is a splen- 
did opportunity for the investment of Phila- 
deiphia’s surplus capital, which, nicely dis- 
tributed, would assure dividends for gene- 
rations to come.

Members of Philippine Commission 


Will Have Charge of Different 
Departments. 


Washington, June 20.—Civil government 
will be established in the Philippine 
islands on July 4th. Judge William H. 
Taft will be designated as civil governor. 
He will remain at the head of the Phil- 
ippine ‘commission, which is to be con- 
tinued. The order creating_him civil 
governor will be issued by the president 
through the secretary of war. 

. Further details regarding the new gov- 
ernment are yet to be worked out. The 
4th of July is not selected with a view of 
having an extraordinary inauguration of 
the new government, but simply because 
that is the great American hf/idhy and 
is considered by the administration a 
good day upon which to locate what is 
believed to be an auspicious event in the 
history of the Philippines.

“BE PREPARED,” SAYS DEWEY. 


Admiral Would Regret Conflict, but 
Wants Everything Ready. 


Washington, June 20.—Admiral Dewey 
called at the white house today to pay 
his respects and inquire into the health 
of Mrs. McKinley. 

The admiral leaves on Monday - for 
Newport, R I., to attend a meeting of 
the general naval board, of which he is 
president. The admiral says the work 
of the board in preparing plans to meet 
the contingencies of possible war are very 
interesting. 

“Our work,”’ said he, “is somewhat 
analogous to that performed by the gen- 
eral staffs of the German and French 
artnies. It is preparation for war. After 
the declaration of war between Prussia 
and France one of von Moltke’s visitors 
was greatly surprised to find him read- 
ing a French novel and asked him: why 
he was not: preparing his ~lan of cam- 
paign. ‘It is already prepared,’ replied 
pe Moltke. ‘It is in that cabinet yon- 

er.’ 

“I think we should have a general staff 
in Our army,’ said the admiral. “I should 
regret to see the United States’*involved 
in another war, but if one should come 
I hope the work the naval board is doing 
may be of service in finding us prepared 
for. 
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NO RELIEF FOR LONE WOLF. 


Indians Are Turned Down in Reser- 
vation Opening Case. 

Washington, June 20.—Justice Bradley, 
in the equity court today denied the ap- 
plication of Lone Wolf and other Indians 
for an injunction against the secretary 
of the interior to restrain him from open- 
ing the Comanche, Kiowa and Apache 
lands in Oklahoma to settlement. 

Counsel for the Indians immediately 
gave notice of a special appeal to the 
district court of appeals. Now that the 
case is decided it is believed that the 
president in about ten days will issue his 
proclamation opening to settlement the 
Kiowa, Comanche and Apache and. Wich- 
ita lands. 

Justice Bradley held that if the act of 
June 6; 1900, is violative of the treaty 
of 1868, the remedy rests with congress, 
not the judiciary. He said that the right 
of the Indians to the reservation is a 
possessory one only; that the wrong, if 
any, threatened by the execution of the 
act of June 6, 1900, is a wrong to the 
tribe; and that no individual member will 
suffer any individual injury which will 
not be shared in common by the other 
members. The decision declares that the 
suit cannot be maintained by members of 
the tribe as individuals. 

Justice Bradley holds that these In- 
dians are the pupils or wards of the na- 
tion; that the duty of providing for 
their maintenance, civilization and edu- 
cation and of protecting and caring for 
them rests upon the feueral government, 
and is committed to its legislative and 
political branch. He further holds that 
an act of congress and a treaty are, un- 
der the constitution of the United States, 
upon an equal footing; that an act of 
congress will repeal a prior inconsistent 
act of congress; that the making and 
enforcing of treaties are under our con- 
stitution committed to the political 
branch of the government and that the 
judicial tribunals of the country are 
without authority to enforce the treaty 
stipulations, or to grant redress. for 
wrongs inflicted by their breach.

SHOT CHINESE BY SCORES 


General Chaffee Says No Mercy Was

Vice 
President Garnon recently issued an ulti- 
matum that the strikers would de dis- 
charged unless they returned to work. 

The strikers repaired to the shop yester- 
day afternoon and received their money 
in a quiet and calm manner, just as if 
they were still regularly in the employ of 
the road, instead cf being on a strike. The 
scene was attended by no disorder and the 

rikers quictly dispersed after having at- 
ended to the business for which they had 
ecne to the shop. 

None of the strikers returned to work, 
they still manifesting that they are de- 
ermined to prosecute the fight for a nine 
our work dey to the finish. On the other 
rand the road is equally determined not 
to grant the demand and according to 
the proceedings of yesterday there are 
about 74 machinists and apprentices with- 
ut jobs. 

Superintendent Vaughn Talks. 

Superintendent W. A. Vaughn, speaking 
for the road, stated last night that the 
strikers are forever barred from working 
for the Southern road. At the same time 
he expressed regret that the strike had 
pecurred and that'such action was neces- 
sary. He says that the places of the 
trikers have been filled to the extent of 
1 machinists and about 15 apprentices 
and that the necessary work of the road

ment Sent to Governor 


GOVERNOR WILL ACT TODAY 


Official Reports of Treasurer and 
Comptroller General Bear Out 
Statement Published in Con- 

stitution Wednesday. 
Funds Available. 


According to the figures in the treas- 
ury statement submitted to Governor 
Candler yestefday by Comptroller Genefal 
W. A. Wright and State Treasurer R. E. 
Park, the governor will be able, it ap- 
pears, to pay the teachers of the state 
more than & per cent of their salaries 
for the month for which they were not 
paid-on account of the supreme court de- 
cision with reference to the public prop- 
erty fund. 

These figures were published in The 
Constitution on Wednesday, and it was 
shown then that the governor would be 
able, by borrowing $200,000, to pay the 
teachers more than two-thirds of their 
salaries for the month. It now appears 
from the official statement of the comp- 
troller general that the governor will be 
able to pay even more than that. 

The situation in brief is this: The cash 
balance in the treasury on June 14th was 
$795,707.97, from which must be deducted 
about. $40,000 paid out on salaries, etc., 
during the quarter without warrants, 
leaving net cash in the treasury $755,707.97. 
The estimated receipts up to October Ist 
are $392,000, making a total of $1,147,707.97. 
The estimated expenses up to October 
Ist are $540,000, leaving balance in the 
treasury October 1st $607,707.97. I*rom this 
balance must be subtracted the public 
property and sinking funds, amounting 
to $544,208.65, leaving available cash bal- 
ance in the treasury October ist $63,499.32. 

If the governor borrows $200,000, as he 
expects to do, he will have $263,499.32 which 
he can pay the teachers practically at 
once. This will pay all that is due them 
with the exception of about $50,000, or 
nearly 85 per cent of their salaries for the 
month stated. 


Governor Cardler Talks. 

“T have not yet gone into the reports 
from the treasurer and the comptroller 
general,’’ Governor Candler said yester- 
day, “‘but they are practically the same 
in results. I shall not take any action 
until I confer with Treasurer Park to- 
morrow. 

“T expect to pay the teachers every cent 
it is possible for me to let them have, but 
how much that will be I cannot yet say. 
It may be that it will be possible to pay 
them 75 or 8) per cent, but that I cannot 
tell yet, 

“T have made Inquiries with regard to 
securing money, and I find I can get all 
I want at a satisfactory rate of interest.’’ 

The governor would not say where he 


expected to get the money or just wiat 


rate of interest he would have to pay. 
The chances are, however, that it will 
ibe secured in Georgia at a low rate of in- 
terest, probably as low as 2 per vent. 

Governor Candler said he could not 
go into the matter until today. He Las 
just returned from Athens, where he at- 
tended the exercises and functions con- 
nected with the closing of the university, 
and yesterday felt considerably fatigued 
from his trip. 

Comptroller’s Statement. 

The statement of the condition cf the 
treasury made to the governor by the 
comptroller general yesterday is as fol- 


lows:

also for a statement showing amount of public 
property fund in the treasury on the {4th 
instant, I teg to submit the following: 

Balance in treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on June 14, !I90!, as shown by the 
books of this office, $795,707.97. 

This is an apparent cash balance, but is 
subject to reductions on account of advances 
made by the treasurer, under the law, on ‘ac- 
count of civil establishment and other. items 
carried by said treasurer as cash until exec- 
utive warrants are issued therefor. The exact 
amount of such advances can only be ascertain- 
ed from the treasurer’s books. This item is 
estimated at $40,000, which, if correct, would 
make the net cash in the treasury on the |4th 
instant $755,707.97. 

In making an estimate of the probable re- 
ceipts and disbursements at the treasury up to, 
and including October |, I90I, I have used 
as a basis the receipts and disbursements for 
thé same period for the year 1900, which shows 


the following: 

Receipts from all sources from June 14, 
1900, to October |, 1900, amounted to $391,- 
904.60; disbursements for the same period 
amounted to $436,329.11; showing an excess 
of disbursements over receipts for that period 
of $44,424.51. 

During this period we were collecting what 
were then termed ‘‘back taxes’’ from certain 
corporations, under a recent decision of the 
supreme court, and received from this source 
about $12,000. As we are not collecting any- 
thing from this soufce this year, a proper al- 
lowance should be made for this amount in the 
receipts. The demands, too, upon the treas- 
ury this year to meet increased appropriations 
over and above the amounts allowed by law 
and paid in 1900, *must also be taken into 
account.

The storm took on cyclonic aspects at 
several places. At Marion the First Pres- 
byterian church was struck by lightning 
and badly damaged; James Rowan’s 
saloon, near the soldiers’ home, was 
struck and partly destroyed. Five men 
who were in the saloon were knocked 
senseless. 

At Greentown trees were uprooted and 
fruit and growing crops badly damaged 
by the hail. Three hundred windows were 
broken. Several barns were struck and 
consumed. The loss in and around 
Greentown will probably reach $40,000, 

At Roachdale the building occupjed by 
The Roachdale News was destroyed. The 
machinery and fixtures are badly dam- 
aged. 

At Monticello the barn of Bert Hath- 
away was struck by lightning and Hath- 
away, who had taken refuge from the 
storm in the buiding,. was’ instantly 
killed. The barn and contents, including 
seven valuable horses, was consumed, 
causing a loss of $5,000. 

Hartford City was visited by a terrific 
wind and hail storm this evening. Fifty 
oil derricks were blown down and sev- 
eral buildings were damaged, causing a 
loss of $25,000.

Many Sign Protest Against an 
Increase in Taxes,

SAY KEEP DOWN EXPENSES 


Matter Has Already Caused a Great 
Deal of Discussion Among the 
Tax Payers and Property 
Owners Afl Over 
the City. 


Recent assertions of city hall officials 
to the effect that the tax rate might 
have to be increased, have caused no 
end of discussion throughout the city 
and has already drawn a protest from 
a number of citizens. 

This protest is in the shape of a peti- 
tion, copies of which are being signed 
by tax payers and large property own- 
ers. Those who oppose the suggested in- 
crease in the city tax rate contend that 
with the natural growth of Atlanta there 
will be a cbdrresponding increase in the 
income without the greater rate. 

They further assert that the solution of 
the problem which now confronts the 
city is to keep down expenses, and that 
if this is done, there will always be suf- 
ficient money in the treasury for all pub- 
lic necessities. 

Some years ago the city tax rate was 


lowered from $1.8 on the $100 to $1.25. 
Nearly all the city departments have 


asked for more money with which to 
earry on their work, and during the time 
that the June apportionment sheet was 
being discussed, there was much talk 
of restoring the old -rate. The present 
rate will yield an estimated revenue of 
$681,003.60. 
Protest of Citizens. 
The protest of citizens against an in- 
creased tax rate, and which has recefved 
many signatures, is as follows: 


Atlanta, Ga., June 20, 190!1.—To the Pyblic: 
The undersigned taxpayers and citizens, being 
opposed to the movement lately agitated for 
amending our city charter, for the purpose of 
raising the tax rat> from 1% to I% per cent, 
submit the following: 

There is scarcely an idlje carpenter, brick- 
layer, painter or mechanic or laborer of any 
kind in the city; and wages are better than 
they have heen in years; this after a long 
period of enforced idlcness and low wages. 

Real estate is now just beginning to look 
up and shows signs of regaining part at 
Ieast of 30 to 40 pe- cent values, lost since the 
panic of 1893. 

The-city, under the influence of low taxes, 
is just entering on a renewed career of pros- 
perity, which there is every reason to believe 
will far surpass anything in her history. 

It would in the highest cegree be unwise 
to check this prosperity by raising taxes. 
If this step is taken, all prudent persons will 
at once hesitate to move to the city and bring 
their capital, or to buy froperty, or build, or to 
open any new hbisiress or enterprises. If in- 
vestments are checked, work and wages and 
prosperity stop also. 

What the city finances need, if they need 
anything, is to reduce expenses, and this is 
all they need. With the natural growth of the 
city, if we let well enough alone, there will be 
ratural growth of income without change in 
the tax rate, and by keeping down expenses, 
there will always be enough and more than 
enough for all real public necessities. 

We make bold to affirm that if the affairs 
of the city could be manged with the same 
skill and success. and economy as any good 
citizen uses in his own affairs, we could, in- 
stead of raising taxes, actually reduce. 

We present the above for consideration by 
all concerned, leaving the question as to 
proper time and manner of laying this most 
important subject before the mayor and coun- 
cil and before the proper legislative authori- 
ty to be determined hereafter.

EMPTY EXPRESS SAFE FOUND. 


Rumored That Robbers Looted It of 
a Large Sum, 


Toledo, O., June 20.—This afternoon 
several fishermen found near the river 
two miles from town a large iron safe, 
on which was the name of the Pacific 
Express Company. The door had been 
battered in. On the inside were a num- 
ber of way bills and six empty money 
bags.

It is believed 
that the safe was stolen Wednesday 
night, because of the fact that near the 
place where the safe was found a horse 
and buggy which had been stolen the 
previous evening was also found, and a 
grocery store located about a half mile 
distant was robbed last night. There is 
an unconfirmed rumor this evening that 
the safe contained $6,000 in gold. 

St. Louis, June 20.—Superintendent Ful- 
ler, of the Pacific Express Company, to- 
night said he had received no advices 
from Toledo regarding the safe incident. 


CUBAN REVOLUTIONARY BONDS 


There’s Some Talk of the Obligations 
Being Redeemed. 

Washington, June 20.—As an in- 
cident to the consideration by the 
constitutional convention of Cuba, of the 
proposition to redeem through the govern- 
ment to be established, the bonds which 
were issued by the insurrectionary party 
in Cuba before the intervention of the 
United States, the government here has 
been making same effort to ascertain how 
much of this indebtedness is outstanding. 

The inquiry has disclosed the undertak- 
ing by certain New York interests to sup- 
ply the Cuban junta with several hundred 
thousand dollars in cash at the rate of $1 
in cash for about $10 in bonds to be issued 
by the Cuban insurrectionists, but it is 
not known how many of these bonds were 
issued.

er Company. The injunction is perpetual 
on the ground fhat the proposed arrange- 
ment is unconstitutional. The court was 
unanimous. 

The case affects the city of Charleston 
not alone, but it is of general importance 
on account of the fact that the ccnstitu- 
tionality of certain methods of the pre- 
cedure were invalid. It heads off any 
attempt to secure municipal improvements 
by means of contract. 

The power company had received a con- 
tract to supply the city with water from 
a point on Goose creek, sixteen miles from 
Charleston. The validity of this contract 
was brought into question and the court 
declared it is null and void. The contract 
declares that for a period of fifty years 
the city must pay $42,000 annually for the 
use of the water for the city. The com- 
pany is also allowed to charge for water 
used by individuals. On the strength of 
this contract the company proposed to 
issued $1,500,000 worth of 5 per cent bonds. 
The 4uestion was raised that Charleston 
could not increase her bonded indebted- 
ness. The court sustained the contention, 
holding the indebtedness to 8 per cent of 
the contract a ‘‘bonded indebtedness.’’

Just 200 times did Mayor Mims write his 
signature on handsomely lithographed 
sheets yesterday morning. He was en- 
gaged in signing the new water bonds, 
Which are to be turned over to the four 
purchasers next week. 

The bonds, each of the denomination of 
$1,000, were first signed by City Comptrol- 
ler Goldsmith, then by City Clerk Camp- 
bell, next Arnold Broyles. clerk of the 
Fulton county superior court, attested to 
their validity and finally they went to the 
mayor for his signature, 

After that the $24,w.0 worth of bonds 
Were stamped with the seal of the city, 
and were then taken to City Treasurer 
Peeples, who will sign and hold them 
until the 29th, when the bonds become the 
property those who bid highest for 
them, 

The bonds, which are 3% per cent, 
brought about $208,000. The largest pur- 
chaser was the Third National bank, of 
Atlanta. When the bids were opened 
Some weeks ago the finance committee 
accepted the proposals of three bidders 
ageregating $sv,0l0. The other bids were 
rejected. 

Last week the Third National bank 
agreed to take the remaining $120,000 worth 
of bonds at 103.60. The proposition was 
accepted. The other purchasers of the 
bonds are the Germania Savings bank, 
Atlanta, $20,000 at 104%; James W. English, 
Jr., $10,000, at 108 1-16, and the Marietta 
Trust and Banking Company, Marietta, 
$50,000, at 103.05. 

The bonds were issued for the purpose 
of extending and better equipping the 
present waterworks system. The board 
of water commissioners has already made 
contracts with a large pipe factory at 
Birmingham for the pipe, and at a meet- 
ing on Wednesday afternoon decided 
where the larger mains were to be lo- 
cated. 

The first shipment of pipe is expected in 
Atlanta in the next day or so and the 
work of laying the mains will commence 
in about ten days.

It was expected that the ordinance 
would not be adopted for several) weéks, 
as Councilman Minhinnett on last Mon- 
Gay gave a notice of a motion to re- 
consider, and council in particular and 
the public in general had an idea that this 
held the matter up for two weeks at 
Teast. 

But not s0, City Attorney Mayson 
holds that a notice of a motion to re- 
consider cannot be effective except in the 
instance of papers that have for their 
object the increase of the indebtedness of 
the city or the expenditure of its revenue. 
The city code is referred to as authority. 

If any reconsideration was to have 
been Wad it should have occurred during 
the meeting. And this brings up an- 
other interesting point. Last Monday’s 
session of council has not yet been com» 
pleted. When couneil adjourned it was 
to meet again this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
Today when that. hour arrives the work 
will be taken up exactly where it was 

‘left off on Monday.

This being true, Mr. Minhinnett can, 


this afternoon, move a reconsideration of | 


the action of council in adopting the 
Konitz ordinance. The measure became 
law yesterday morning. It can be un- 
done today if the necessary number of 
members vote to reconsider, and then vote 
to kill to measure. The mayor’s ap- 

proval would, in that way, be overridden. 

Members of council who dicussed the 
matter yesterday were of the opinion that 
Af a motion was made to reconsider today 
it would not prevail. The ordinance was 
passed on Monday by a vote of 11 to 1, 
as follows: 

For, adoption—Messrs. Kilpatrick, Day, 
Welch, LaHatte, Barrett, Fincher, Terry, 
a Glass, Grady and Kontz—11. 

| Ageinst—Councilman Minhinnett—1, 

Everybody Was Waiting. 

When the ordinance was declared adopt- 
ed, Councilman Minhinnett, seconded by 
Councilman Fincher, gave notice that, 
at the next regular meeting of council. 
he would move a reconsideration of the 
action taken. Everybody thought that 
this held the matter up until the meeting 
in July. 

On Wednesday councilmen talked about 
the status of the case. Alderman Welch 
said he thought that the paper was not 
held up. Alderman LaHatte, when his 
attention was called to it, agreed with 
Mr. Welch. The code was consulted, and 
City Clerk Campbell sided with the two 
aldermen. Then Assistant City Attor- 
ney Hill gave it as his opinion that the 
paper could go to the mayor for approval 
or veto, and City Attornéy Mayson said 
the same. 

Backed by his own idea and the opinion 
of the legal department, the city clerk 
sent the ordinance up to the mavor's of- 
fice yesterday morning. Councilman 
Kontz, who worked with might and main 
to have the measure adopted, called on 
the mayor during the day. The mat- 
ter was explained, and Mayor Mims at 
once approved the paper. As soon as this 
Was done, a copy was prepared and sent 
to Chief of Police Ball. 

The mayor had four days in which to 
either approve or disapprove the measure. 
The time limit would expire today. 

The Kontz Ordinance. 


The Kontz ordinance seeks to prevent 
branch offices of turf exchanges from be- 
ing Operated inside of the city limits. 
Interpreted, it does not prevent a person 
from using his own private telephone to 
send bets to the exchange, or to use 
a friend’s telephone for the same pur- 
pose. It does have for its obiect. how- 
ever, the prevention of the continued use 
by many persons of a telephone for bet- 
ting purposes. 

According to the ordinance, saloons can- 
not keep a telephone for registering bets, 
nor can rooms be rented for that purpose. 
The main objection raised sgainst the 
measure in council was that the ordinance 
would probably restrict citizens from 
using their own telephones for whatever 
purpose they might see fit. Councilman 
Kontz, the author of the ordinance, stated 
that such a construction of the‘ law -was 
erroneous. 

Here is a copy of the ordinance: 

“Be is ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council that section 1888 of the city 
code of 1899 be repealed, and in Neu there- 
‘of the following section be? ordaingd, - to- 
wit: ‘Section 1888—It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corpotation, agent or 
employee thereof, to maintain or carry on 
any office or place of business of another, 
or to maintain a place or point of meet- 
ing in or at which any person, or persons, 
is or are allowed to“bet, or offer tg bet, 
or place an order for a bet, or telegraph or 
telephone bets on horse races, boat races, 
bicycle races, or any kind or description 
of race, whether such race is to be run 
fn the city of Atlanta or any place out- 
side of said city. 

* ‘Section 2. Be it further. ordained: That 
the provisions of this ordithance shall not 
apply to regular offices of telegraph com- 
panies where the usual and legitimate 
business of such companies are con- 
ducted." ”’

New York, June 20.—Rains in Texas proved 
to be a false alarm, and those who sold their 
cotton yesterday bought back with a rush this 
morning. Not -only was there no rain, but 
winds in Texas are from the south and the 
unsettled weather north of the state appears 
to be moving toward the ‘spring wheat belt. 
This brought the situation back to the condi- 
tion existing when rains were first predicted 
with this difference. Holders had taken profits 
and the market was in a way to respond 
quickly to the buying that developed soon after 
the opening. The tone revealed more strength 
than for the past few days, and the change 
in sentiment during the past week has been 
important. The pit now has something very 
definite and substantial to trade on. Without 
rain in the southwest there is not likely to be 
any material change in the market. When 
the rain does come the market will be unset- 
tled for two or three days. But as long as in- 
dications fail to reveal general rains in. this 
portion of the belt, the outlook is for a higher 
market. The situation has finally resolved ,it- 
self into one of comparatively simple factors. 
It makes little difference whether reports from 
Texas are favorable or not. The trade believes 
rain is needed there, and that great damage 
is likely untess rain takes place. We have not 
changed our position on the new crop positions 
since the government’ report of May 3list. We 
have advised buying, as the price then, about 
7c, was not high. We cannot see any logical 
reasons to change our view now, although Oc- 
tober is selling nearly %c higher than early 
in the month. Of course, the July situation 
must be carefully watched for any sudden and 
wholesale liquidation. The higher the market 
all the more will be the reaction when rains 
finally come. But as long as the situation re- 
mains as it is at present, with July held 
firmly and no rain in Texas, the long side of 
= market seems to be the only tenable po- 
sition.

September opened a 
shade higher at 68%c. but dropped to 68%2c on 
moderate commission house sellirg, reacting 
on damage in the west, and the close was %c 
lower at 68%c. Ihe seaboard reported 60 boat- 
loads taken for export, while the clearances 
were equal to 580,400 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 467,552, dgainst 619,886 a year 
ago. Minneapolis and Duluth reported 328 
cars, compared with 330 cars a week.ago and 
314 last year. Local receipts 66 cars, none of 
which were contract grade. 

In the face of the weakness in wheat, corn 
has shown decided strength, but the volume 
of trading was small. Light receipts at pri- 
mary markets continue to be the principal bull 
influence, giving encouragement to _ holders 
even after taking into consideration the fa- 
vorable growing weather and poor shipping 
demand. There were moderate offerings of 
July by commission houses, but the crowd 
seemed unwilling to take hold, September 
opened a shade lower at 44%c and some 
early selling by a few locals carried prices 
still lower at 44%@44%c, but absorption on 
the part of the shippers soon brought about a 
reaction to 44%c and the close was unchanged 
at 44%@44%c.

In oats, commission houses were heavy buy- 
ers.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 20—Opening prices of 
stocks were at the highest average level today, 
and all rallies, of which there were some of 
slight force, were met by renewed realizing 
which sent prices downward. After the opening 
spurt there were developments of strength here 
and there in individual stcecks, but they were 
in the class of securities that usually have 
little prominence in the trading and were 
without great sympathetic influence on the 
list. The descent from the opening high level 
was considerable, but the selling pressure 
showed a tendency to diminish when prices 
got down to last night’s level. In fact, there 
Was no severe pressure to sell at any time, 
and the market reflected rather the disposi- 
tion of the dass of large operators to refrain 
fro operation and let the market lie fallow 
during the period of doubt regarding the ca- 
pacity of the money market to afford resources 
for speculation between now and the turn of 
the half yearly period. The volume of deal- 
ings showed a notable shrinkage, and fell be- 
low the half million share mark, which is the 
lowest level touched since before the presiden- 
tial election. Even this meager aggregate was 
largely dependent on the congested dealings In 
a few stocks—notably, Amalgamated Copper. 
This stock was under ‘pressure all day and fell 
an extreme 3% under last night with a rally of 
2 points on the declaration of the customary 
1% per cent quarterly dividend and % per cent 
extra. This selling.is said to be in large part 
due to arbitrage operations against buying of 
stocks eligible for exchange. Celorado uel 
continued its sensational fluctuations, falling 
at one time 6 points under last night and 28% 
under the high price of Monday, but gallying 
at the last to a point above last night. Gen- 
eral Electric was bought on the _ reported 
acquisition of the British Thomson-Houston 
Company, and the stock being in very light 
supply, the buying lifted it 16 points by wide 
jumps. There was persistent strength in Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis and the Iowa Central 
stocks, which rose 4 to 4% per cent on rumors 
of a merger and final absorption by the Illi- 
nois Ceatral. The strength of Chicago Great 
Western was based on a feeling that the set- 
tlement of the western railroad situation will 
necessitate its control. .The early strength of 
the market in sympathy with London was | 
clearly due to the improvement there of the 
monetary situation whera the government 1s 
making haste to redisburse the resources of 
Tuesday's installment of consol subscriptions. 
Doubts, however, continue over the local mon- 
ey situation. The sub-treasury has already 
taken from the market this week $2,306,000, 
which includes the payments for the gold ex- 
ported. The sale at auction at Washington 
today to satisfy a government lienof the Sioux 
City and Pacific Railway Company to thg 
Chicag> and Northwestern will involve the fur- 
ther payment to the government of nearly 
$2,0Q0U,Q90, although a period of twenty days 
is permitted. The rise in New York exchange 
at Chicago to 25c premium per thousand shows 
that the interior is responding to the pressure 
for funds at New York. The very heavy re- 
quirements incident to the unprecedented in- 
terest and dividend disbursements on July Ist, 
which must be met next week, admonish to 
continued caution in over-straining the money 
market for speculative purposes. This and 
the subsidence of the talk regarding the St. 
Paul-Union Pacific deal sufficiently explains 
the dullness and heaviness of the s®ecula- 
tion.

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MRS. EMMA MOFFETT TYNG, OF NEW YORK, 
Appointed by the Georgia Woman’s Press Club as Fraternal Dele- 
gate td National Household Economic Asscciation. 
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An. interesting feature of the Georgia 
Woman's Press Club meeting yesterdey 
morning was the action taken by the ciub 
pertaining to the question of the coior 
line which is anticipated as one of the 
live issues to be brought before the bien- 
nial meeting of clubs in Los Angeles, Cal. 

It will be remembered that at the last 
biennial women’s clubs in Milwaukee the 
question of color line was precipitated by 
the sending of a colored woman to the bi- 
ennial by the New Era Club of Boston. 
She was refused recognition. Then fal- 
lowed in the press and in subsequent 
meetings of club women in all sections 
of the country discussions as to whether 
or not the color line should be made an 
issue in the next biennial. That it will 
be is proven in the resolutions that all 
federated clubs are preparing and will 
present a tthe national gathering, these 
resolutions coming from state organiza- 
tious as such and from individual clubs, 
as was the case in the action taken by the 
Georgia Press Club yesterday. 

Mrs, J. Lindsay Johnson, in an able 
discussion of the matter, explained the 
situation as it was presented at the last 
biennial, and then referred to the so- 
lution of the problem as subsequently 
fuegested by the Massachusetts state 
federation. The latter body propose that 
the general federation shall consist of 
representation from state federations 
rather than from individual clubs, while 
the Georgia women will contend that the 
national féderation should be made up of 
representations from individual clubs. 
The resolutions on the subject which the 
Georgia delegation will present at the 
executive board at the next biennial were 
read by Mrs. J. Lindsay Johnson, as fol- 


“lows: 


Georgia State Resolutions. 

‘1, Membership in Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs to consist of individual 
clubs. 

“9 State federations to exist as state or- 
ganizations to enlarge and develop such 
work us may seem most needed for the 
welfare of each state. Each state to de- 
cide upon its own membership, which 
shall not thereby acquire membership in 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs,. 


“9 Presidents of state federations end: 


general federation secretaries to hold, by 
virtue of their office, voting place in con- 
ventions of Georgia Federation of Wo- 


men’s Clubs, with duties and provileges 
of leadership heretofore accorded to them. 

‘4. Presidents of federations und gener- 
al federation secretaries to compose an 
advisory council, which shall meet at 
least once during each biennial conven- 
tion for discussion of policy, etc., of Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

‘S. Representation and dues, etc., to be 
decided at will by Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs.”’ 

In presenting the above plan to the clubs 
of the Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs the framers thereof earnestly urge 
its favorable comsideration for two rea- 
sons: 

1. Hiecause any course which shouwld 
give to colored women membership in the 
Georgia Federation of Women's Clubs 
would thereby deprive of its advantages 
a large number of white women who are 
greatly in need thereof. 

2. Because ample provision for similar 
needs on the part of the colored women of 
America is afforded by two strong and 
able organizations: The National Federa- 
tion of Colored Women’s Clubs, the South- 
ern Federation of Colored Women's 
Clubs, besides a number of state bodies, 
all of which demand the efforts and in- 
terest of the colored race, 

Whereas a number of state federations 
and individual clubs have taken a stand 
similar to that taken by Georgia, con- 
trary resolutions are being drawn up and 
sent out by other clubs, as was indicated 
by the Cantabrigia Club of Massachusetts, 
which resolutions were read to the Geor- 
gia Woman's Press Club, and which were: 

“Resolved, That the Cantabrigia Club, 
of Cambridge, Mass., protests against the 
exclusion from membership in the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs of the 
Women’s Era Club, of Boston, and af- 
firms its belief that the privileges of the 
organization should be open to all who 
are worthy and desirous of sharing them, 
without regard to race, color, creed or 
politics.”’ 

Miss Dooly’s View Indorsed. 


An article by Isma Dooly, of The At- 
lanta Constitution, condemning the latter 
resolution and setting forth the injustice 
of it was read before the club. On mo- 
tion of Miss Rosa Woodbury it was re- 
solved that the Georgia Woman’s Press 
Club put itself as indorsing the article of 
Miss Dooly as representing the sentiment 
of the Georgia press women and as in- 
dorsing the resolutions that were read 
and will be presented by the Georgia 
State Federation to the executive board 
of the national federation.

Joseph Scrutchins Heavily Fined 
for Seizing Miss Watts, 


VOWED HE OID NOT HUG 


Recorder Believed Him Guilty. 
Strong Talk from Court—Miss 
Watts Was Positive Scrutch- 
ins Was Man Who 
Embraced Her. 


For seizing a young lady in his arms 
on the streets, Joseph A. Scrutchins’ was 
fined $50.75 by ieee aaa Broyles yesterday 
afternoon. 

Miss Cora Watts, the young lady who 
had been seized, was in court and she 
positively identified Scrutchins as _ the 
man, although the prisoner vowed that he 
was perfectly innocent. 

There were other witnesses who corrob- 
orated Miss Watts, and the recorder did 
not believe the assertions of Scrutchins. 

During the trial Scrutchins’s attorney 
made a remark which caused the recorder 
to say something about ‘‘lynching.’’ 

“If it was any lady in my family,” sald 
Recorder Broyles, “I certainly would feel 
like seeing him lynched.’’ 

As was stated in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, Miss Watts was walking home 
from the store of W. H. Brotherton, on 
Whitehall street, where she works. When 
she reached McDaniel street she saw 4u 
white man apparently following her. She 
crossed the street and recrossed it three 
times, and each time he dogged her foot- 
steps. When she was within a block and 
a half of her home, No. 107 McDanie! 
street, he overtook her and seized her 
in his arms. She tore loose from his em- 
brace and hurried home. The man con- 
tinued to follow her and as she sank 
down on her front steps she called to her 
brother to arrest the man. A_ guest 
watched the man and saw him enter No. 
118 McDaniel street. In the meantime 
the young lady’s brother had telephoned 
to the police barracks for an officer and 
Policeman Spradlin responded and arrest- 
ed Scrutchins at his home, No. 118 Mc- 
Daniel street. . 

She Identified Him. ~ 

At the trial of Scrutchins yesterday af- 
ternoon Miss Watts pointed at him and 
exclaimed: 

“That is the man, and I am positive 
I am not mistaken. It was not dark and 
I saw him very plainly. I know I wouldn't 
do any person a wrong, and that is the 
man who took hold of me yesterday af- 
ternoon on McDaniel street.”’ 

Miss Watts’s brother told about his sis- 
ter pointing out Scrurchins as he passed 
the house only a few feet behind her. The 
guest told about following Scrutchins to 
No. 118 McDaniel street, 

An attempt was made by the defend- 
ant’s attorney to have the case continued 
on the grounds that Scrutchins expected 
to prove an alibi. The motion was 6ver- 
ruled and two young men testified that 
they saw Scrutchins on McDaniel street 
going toward his home and the hour was 
about 7:10 o’clock. Miss Watts had stated 
that she was seized by Scrutchins about 
6:30 o’clock: One of the witnesses was 
the defendant’s brother in law and the 
other worked in his store, 

Said He Was Innocent. 

Scrutching, made a statement in which 
he said: 

‘‘Judge, I was not near this young lady 
yesterday afternoon. I never saw her 
before in my life. She has made a mis- 


take and you have an innocent man be-- 


fore you, and if you fine me you will fine 
a man who is being punished for the 
wrong committed by another person.’’ 

Scrutchins’s attorney took the position 
that while some man _ did seize Miss 
Watts, it was not the defendant; that 
the man who did the wrong went off in 
another direction. while Scrutchins, com- 
ing along the same street, was easily mis- 
taken for the guilty person, as it was late 
and many people passed along that thor- 
oughfare. 

“The evidence makes out a very plain 
case cgainst the defendant,’ was the de- 
cision of the recorder, ‘‘and I cannot do 
otherwise than find him guilty. I under- 
stand that he had been drinking and I 
suppose John Barleycorn is responsible 
for it all. Whisky makes awful fools of 
some men. I will fine the defendant $50 
and costs of court.’’ 

Scrutchins did noe have the ready 
money and he was held in the city prison 

until this morning to give his friends time 
to get the amount needed.
